Fifty Negroes and Six White Men Killed and Ten 
Blocks Burning—Trouble Over Criminal As­ 
sault by Negro on Orphan White Girl in an 
Elevator. 


(By Associated Press) 
Tulsa, Okla., June I.—Continuous gun fire broke out shortly 
ajiyr daylight today near the negro.quarters in Tulsa, the scene 
ol an all night race disturbance resulting in the death and in- 
juiy of ait unknown number of persons and the calling out of 
th \Oklahoma national guard units to quell the disorders. The 
lit./g came from the spot where throughout the early morning 
hours live hundred white men and a thousand negroes faced 
;1. other across tile railroad tracks. The first reports at police 
uiq» triers said the bodies of six to ten negroes could be seen 
bg in a space described as “no man’s land-”

Tekel! Upharsin!” and another 
statement read: 
‘‘No innocent 
person of any color, creed or 
lineage has any cause to fear or 
condemn this body of men. We 
propose to protect the innocent 
under all circumstances.” Then 
another remarkable statement 
appeared declaring that “graf­ 
ters, loafers, immoral men and 
women of all races must go to 
work.” 
The Eagle made diligent in­ 
quiry to ascertain

mysterious proclamation came 
from and a well-known colored 
man driving a wagon said: 
Boss, I saw about eight strange 
men talking in de streets about 
midnight last night but I didn’t 
ask them nothin’ or say nothin 
to ’em and they said nothin’ to 
me.

When the wiiole 
nation was prostrated by crime,
